Nearly enough homes have been ob- 
fained for all the corn club ‘boys who 
will come, and it is believed today will 
Bee enough homes furnished to take 
care of every one of them. 

A special bureau of information in 
@harge of Henry Robinson, of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, has been 
get up near the Washington street en- 
trance to the capitol, and will be open 
at 10 o'clock this morning. As the 
corn club agents and county school 
superintendents arrive with the boys, 
they will be furnished with cards giv- 
ing the name and address of the hos- 
tess and the names of the boys who go 
to each particular home. This card 
will serve as a means of introduction 
of the boys to those in whose homes 
they are to be located while here. Full 
information regarding the car lines to 
them will also be supplied, and pains 
to locate the delegation 
county as near together as 
possible. Not more than 200 boys are 
expected today at the outside, The 
large majority of them, will come on 
Wednesday morning, and will reach 
the homes to which they are assigned 
in time for luncheon. They will re- 
main here Wednesday night and 
Thursday night, leaving Friday, 
though some of them will take the 
train for their homes Thursday after- 
noon.

In addition to the program hereto- 
fore announced, special exercises will 
be held in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives at the capitol Thursday 
morning at 10 o’clock. President Wil- 
mer L. Moore, of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, will preside, and brief 
addresses will be delivered by Chan- 
cellor David C. Barrow, of the State 
university; State Superintendent of 
Education M. UL. Brittain, J. Phil 
Campbell, representing the United 
States department of agriculture, and 
‘Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the State 
College of Agriculture. Mr. Campbell 
will announce the awards of the prizes 
@o the corn clubs and to individual 
members, while Dr. Sovle will deliver 
diplomas from the State College of 
Agriculture to all the boys who have 
made 100 bushels or more of corn on 
their acre.

He complimented the children from 
the Home for the Friendless, who were 
in an exhibit demonstrating basketry 
and sewing; he was, delighted with the 
babies in the Cornélia Moore nursery 
exhibit, and commended the cradle 
and swing made out of a fifty-cent 
bas Ket. 

He was shown the baby treusseau 
made by the ladies of the Octagon club, 
who give them to the poor through the 
Associated Charities, and he read with 
studious attention the charts bearing 
<upon the necessity of vital statistics. 

He saw the rooms where medical in- 
specticon was in ‘progress; the dentist 
Iks were showing 
their teeth, and he Was edified to see 
the best physicians in the city giving 
their services té the children who were 
brought to them. 

The school exhibits upstairs were 
next visited, and those bearing on pure 
foods, fresh air and ventilation and 
sanitation. The horrors of the fly in 
its relation to public health as demon- 
strated in charts and pictures were 
studied by the mayor, and he spent 
some time in the room where Dr. Fort, 
of the state health board, shows the 
various exhibits bearing upon the 
eradication of the hookworm in Geor- 
gia.

HITS TROLLEY CAR 


Handsome Machine Wreck- 
ed, Chauffeur Injured and 
Back of Street Car Is 
Slightly Damaged. - 


Skiddinge on the slippery pavement of 
Peachtree at the junction of Forrest 
avenue, a $7,500 Peerless limousine, the 
property of Colonel Robert J. Lowry, 


‘crashed into an outgoing Fcrrest ave- 


nue trolley car at midnight last night 
and was completely wrecked. 

The negro chauffeur, William L. 
was catapulted through the 
windshield. Another negro, Lovett But- 
ler, who was riding beside him on the 
front seat, was thrown thirty feet or 
more. Both were carried to Grady hos- 
pital, painfully, but not seriously, in- 
jured. 

No one else was in the machine. A 
number of passengers on the trolley 
car, however, were badly shaken up. 
A few were struck by flying bits of 


‘glass. The car was crowded with home- 


going theater patrons. The rear end of 
the car was crumpled into a mass. 

The automobile, one of the hand- 
somest in Atlanta, was crushed into an 
heap of wreckage. It 
be a complete loss. That neither 
of its occupants met death is nothing 
short of miraculous. Had anyone been 
on the rear platform of the trolley, 
death would have been unavcidable. 

According to eye-witnesses, the 
limousine was coming over Ivy street 
in the direction of Forrest avenue. The 
trolley was just rounding into the 
curve at the switch, rolling to the 
Forrest avenue tracks. , 

As it neared thetrolley, the limvusine 
became unmanageable. Before the 
driver could change-its course, he h 
collided with the ear. A number of pe- 
destrians on the sidewalk saw: the 
bodies of both negroes fly into the air 
and to the pavement. For a time it 
was thought that both had met instant 
death. Neither, however, suffered in- 
juries any greater than cuts and se- 
vere bruises.

RESERVE BANK 
FOR ATLANTA 


Robert F. Maddox Thinks 
Chance Is Good—Atlanta 
Banker Likes Amended 
Currency Bill. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 1.—(Special.) 
“There is an excellent chance of the 
federal reserve bank of Atlanta being 
organized at an early date,” said Hon. 
Robert F. Maddox,,of Atlanta, today 
after conferring with a number of mem- 
bers of the senate over the outlook for 
currency legislation. “If eight reserve 
banks are created our chances are 
good, and if twelve are established we 
are almost certain to land the head- 
quarters of the bank for the south- 
eastern states.’’ 4 

In discussing the amended bill ap- 
proved by the senate democrats in 
conference, Mr. Maddox said it was a 
far better bill than the Glass Dill, 
which was passed by the house. 

Mr. Maddox came to Washington as 
the representative of the Atlanta 
clearing house to confer with Sena- 
tors Bacon and Smith about currency 
legislation. He talked with a number 
of other senators during the day. 

McAdoo Friendly to Atlanta. 

‘*T understand that Mr. McAdoo, sec- 
retary of the treasury, is very friendly 
to Atlanta,” said Mr. Maddox. , “While 
the talk of the location of these banks 
is very general and indefinite as yet, 
Atlanta is being considered. Every- 
body concedes that New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis, the present central re- 
serve cities, will be headquarters of 
reserve banks. Then San Francisco 


UNION MEN INDICTED 


UN MONOPOLY CHARGE 


Leaders of Mine Workers Ac- 


cused of Trying to “‘Corner’”’ 
Labor. 


Pueblo, Colo. December 1.—An at- 
tempt to secure a monopoly of labor is 
charged in indictments returned by the 
grand jury here today against national 
officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America. The men named 
are: 

J. P.. White, president; Frank J. 
Hayes, vice president, and William 
Green, secretary-treasurer. 

Conspiracy in restraint of intertsate 
commerce in violation of. the federal 
anti-trust law, is charged in indict- 
ments against officials of the United 
Mine Workers of America, as follows: 

Frank J. Hayes, John R. Lawson, 
Adolph Germer, Robert Uhlrich, A. B. 
McGary, James Morgan, Charles 
Batey and Edward Wallace, editor of a 
labor paper at Trinidad. 

| Several other indictments were re- 
turned against miners for alleged de- 
predations against property. 

The indictments resulted from devel- 
opments in the Colorado coal miners’ 
strike. 

The jury recommended that the min- 
ing laws be, more diligently enforced, 
that the governor be empowered to 
regulate or suspend the sale of am- 
munition and explosives during strike 
troubles, that in cases of dispute both 
parties should be required by law to 
operate the mines pending settiment. 
Financial interest of coal conipanies 
in saloons was denounced. 

Methods of the United Mine Workers 
were Severely condemned as “an in- 
sult to conservative and law-abiding 
labor.” 

“They have brought here,” says the 
jury's report, “experienced strike agi- 
taters and have armed hundreds of ir- 
responsible aliens who have become a 
menace tothe peace and prosperity and 


even the lives of citizens. They created | States 


open insurrection in southern Colorado 
and have resorted to measures which 
all fair-minded labor organizations 
repudiate. The officers in charge. of 
many of the tent eolonies confess 
their inability to control the men 

whom they have armed and aroused. 
“Evidently no qualification is neces- 
sary for membership in the United 
Mine Workers of America other than 
a promise to pay dues, which are ap- 
parently used to support insurrection 
and lawlessness, when necessary to 
force their demands by intimidation 
and fear whenever strikes are called, 
with the result of injuring ‘other 
trades and the entailment of hard- 
ships and privations on the people of 
the entire commonwealth. : ‘er

Good Men Wanted on Board. 

“Much of the success of the new 
currency system will depend upon the 
caliber of the members of the federal 
reserve board to be named by the 
president,” said Mr. Maddox. “These 
six men who will act with the secre- 
tarv of the treasury, should be the 
highest type of men who can be se- 
cured. Their work will be of suoh 
vast importance to the whole country 
that it will effect not only our own, 
but future generations. While the 
salary-is only $10,000, I believe. that 
men of abiliay can be secured to make 
the personal sacrifice involved in the 
acceptance of one of these places, in 
the same way that they accept appont- 
ments to the supreme court or seek 
Places in the United States senate.” 

Wants Congress to Mark Time: 

Mr. Maddox expressed himself 
strongly of the opinion that further 
drastic legilation should be held in 
abeyance until the effect of the tariff 
and currency revision bills could be 
discerned. 

“T hope that President Wilson will 
not press for anti-trust legislation at 
this time,” he sald. “Congress should 
mark time and permit a readjustment 
of business. Then the other measures 
in his program could be taken up and 
enacted. 

“IT am in hopes from the canvass I 
have made today that the currency 
bill will be on the statute books by 
January 1.” 


CHARGES FILED 
AGAINST TURNER 


Council Will Probe, Follow- 
ing Allegation That City 
Electrician Is “Persecut- 
ing” Electric Company. 


Charging that R. C. Turner, city 
electrician, is “persecuting”’ the Cotton 
States Electric company, Aldine Cham- 
bers, ex-councilman and attorney, in a 
petition he filed with council yesterday 
afternoon, asked for an official inves- 
tigation of Turner’s conduct, 

Councilman Clarence Haverty, chair- 
man of the board of electrical control, 
as the result of the charges, offered in 
council a resolution asking for a coun- 
cilmanic investigation. The resolution 
also asked for the appointment of a 
committee to make the probe. The 
resolution was referred to the elec- 
trical board. 

The committee’ will probably! 
named by Mayor Pro Tem Warren. 

The charges against Turner were the 
result of his action in tearing out cer- 
tain wiring in the new Hurt skyscrap- 
er, put in by the Cotton States Electric 
company. After the work was done 
one of the workmen filed an affidavit 
with the city electrician in which he 
declared that the feeder wires were 
spliced, and as this is contrary to the 
law the city electrician caused the 
wiring to be torn out and inspected. 

Attorney Chambers, in his first ap- 
pearance before the board of electrical 
control, charged that Turner had no 
right to cause the wiring to be torn 
out, and claimed that the damage to 
his client amounted to $1,000. He also

set forth that Turner had no authority 
to revoke the license of the Cotton 
Electric company and in this 
contention the board sustained him. 
The license was returned to the com- 
pany. 

City Electrician Turner also caused 
the current to be held off from the 
wiring in a church-at Central ave- 
nue and Hunter street. Attorney 
Chambers secured a restraining order 
from the superior court prehibiting 
interference with the company.

MENACED BY STARVATION, 
HUERTA’S SOLDIERS YIELD 
CHIHUAHUA TO THE REBELS 


City the Last Stronghold of 
the Dictator in Northern 
Mexico — Capital of the 
State of Chihuahua. 


CONDITIONS IN CITY 
BEYOND ENDURANCE 


Food Supply Exhausted 
and Rebels Had Cut the 
Aqueduct — Women and 
Children Walking to the 
American Border. 


Juarez, Mexico, December 1.—Rather 
than endure starvation, the federal 
troops have evacuated Chihuahua City, 
according to advices received tonight 
by General Francisco Villa, the rebel 
leader. The evacuation leaves the city 
open to possession by the rebels. The 
town was invested by rebel troops 
weeks ago. 

Starving People in Flight. 

The report received by Villa states 
that Salvador Mercado, military gov- 
ernor of the state, with 2,000 federal 
troops, had left on foot for Ojinega on 
the United States border near Marfa. 
Texas; that Generals Jose Ynez Salazar 
and Pascual Orozco, with more than 
1000 federals, had retreated to the 
mountains west of the city, and that 
hundreds of civilians, including women 
and chilren, who were on the verge of 
starvation, had started out to walk to 
the United States border. 

Besides being the capital of the state. 
Chihuahua, with a population normally 
of 35,000, is the second city of northern 
Mexico. Neither inthe Madero revolu- - 
tion, nor in the present uprising has 
Chihuahua been taken from the fed- 
erals. Its garrison and the command- 
ing positions for sharp shooters and 
machine guns afforded by the cathe- 
dral and public buildings heretofore 
had presented a formidable barrier to 
invaders. Had the rebels reached the 
city and the federals resisted, it was 
believed a fight in the city would re- 
sult in great loss of life and property. 

Conditions Not Endurable. 

Conditions in the city were said to be 
such that life there was no longer en- 
durable. The Spanish viaduct which 
conveyed water from the mountains 
was reported, to have been destroyed 
and the food supply exhausted. Gen- 
eral Villa tonight telegraphed details 
of theevacuationto General Carranza 
at Hermosillo, stating the proposed ad- 


ico City now would be expedited. 

The position of Chihuahua City, he 
said, would make rebel territory of the 
féduntry straight through to Zactaecas, 
and operations would begin about that 
city and at Aguas Calientes. 

General Villa said Federico Moye, a 
promient merchant, had been named 
civil governor of Chihuahua state, his 
selection being based on the belief that 
he would be acceptable to the rebels. 

City Evacuated Sunday. 

“The report of the capitulation of 
Chihuahua is authentic,” said Villa. 
“It came to me in an official dispatch 
which said the city Was evacuated on 
Sunday. A rebel courier at once set 
out and rode 130 miles northward, 
where he met the rebel advance guard. 
This was a point called Villa Ahumada. 
where we have established telegraph 
communication. I have transmitted 
the details to General Carranza, the 
head of the revolution. 

“It is my purpose now to send a force 
to intercept Cercado, who is fleeing to 
Ojinaga, and also to capture Orozco 
and Salazar. Our main body probably 
will concentrate at Chihuahua prepar- 
atory to the advance southward. We 
will be nearing Mexico City within a 
month.” 

Villa Takes Goods and Cash. 

Five hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of provisions and clothing and $100,000 
from the Bank of Mino were confis- 
cated in Juarez by Villa to support the 
rebels. The property was taken 
through the refusal of merchants to 
accept paper money issued by the reb- 
els. The storekeepers, most of them 
Spanish, appealed to United States Con- 
sul Edwards, and later closed their 
shops and handed over the keys to the 
consul. 

Consul Edwards later returned the 
keys to the owners, saying he could 
not guarantee the safety of the prop- 
erty. Meantime the places were forced 
open and the goods and money taken. 
It was said the property was insured 
in an English company against looting.

Mr. Gribbel made the announcement 
at a dinner of the St. Andrew’s so- 
ciety. He declared that he had pur- 
chased the manuscripts from a dealer, 
and that he would restore them to 
Scotland, forever protected by a deed 
of trust, as a gift to the mneople who 
gave Robert Burns to the world. | 

As he finished speaking 
quarto volumes, bound in old polished 
calf, were removed from a fireproof 
box and laid before the guests. 

Mr. Cribbel recounted how Burns, 
between 1788 and 1791, prepared a 
manuscript volume containing his 
lected poems finished as he wanted 
them known to ovosterity and also a 
volume containing his manusetript let- 

He also told of -Burns present- 
them to his friend Riddell, of Glen- 
riddell. Riddell died in 1794, and his 
widow returned them to Burns. In 
1853 the volumes came into the pos- 
session of the Liverpool 
library, where tney remained for sixty 
years. (-ntinuing, Mr. Gribbel said:

Washington, December 1.—Congress 
today closed the extraordinary session, 
which began April 7 and settled down 
to the regular * Jong” session, expected 
to continue into next summer. Only 
the absolutely necessary formality 
marked the ending of the old session 
and the beginning of the new. 

The senate was at work practically 
all day. 

An attempt to institute the’ proposed 
drastic program of day and night ses- 
sions for consideration of the adminis- 
tration currency bill failed, the demo- 
erats agreeing to allew final settle- 
ment of the program to go over until 
tomorrow to give the republicans time 
to consider it.

CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 
The Fourth National Bank of New York 
is one of the strongest banks in the country. 
The men in control reflect the sentiment 
generally of the conservative and construct- 
ive financiers of the nation. Here is the-tone 
of preparedness, of conciliation and of op- 
timism in which the Fourth National bank 
speaks in its current financial review re- 
garding the pending currency Dill: 
It may be several weeks yet before 
congress reaches a vote on the 
renecy bill, and it looks now as 
compromise measure would be ar- 
ranged which will be acceptable to 
the people as a whole. If this should 
be the case, and it were possible to 
enact a law early next year the action 
would unquestionably be well received. 
At any rate it would seem as if the 
country’ were today nearer a solution 
of the currency problem than at any 
time in half a century. There is no 
doubt that the banks would welcome 
an early agreement on this most im- 
portant subject and would stand with 
the business interests in support of 
any helpful legislation. 


If such an authority recognizes that we 
are nearer a solution of this problem than 
“in half a century,” and if they would “wel- 
come an early agreement,” certainly the 
United States senate, that has been delaying 
currency legislation, has no further pretext 
for pottering or postponement! 

The currency measure has at last reached 
the senate from the conference. Bills em- 
bodying views that diverge on details but 
are a unit on principles are to be consid- 
ered beginning immediately. The disposi- 
tion of the senate leaders seems to be to 
thrust aside the obstructionists and get ac- 
tion with all the speed compatible with satis- 
factory results. 

That resolution must be adhered to. The 
financial interests, that realize how oppres- 
sive to business is the present and ldéng- 
continued uncertainty, would “welcome an 


\ early agreement.” An early agreement will 


release dammed-up industry and set going 


the Wheels of prospcrity. 
The \duty of the senate is of plain and 


non-partisan patriotism. Let there be no 
further /quibble, procrastination, abuse of 
vscggad “senatorial dignity.”” There has 
been ample opportunity for debate, and for 
becoming fapiliar with the essential prin- 
ciples of the issue in hand. The waiting 
country will place the responsibility where it 
belongs if. within a short time, final action 
is not iorthcoming.

5 CRITICAL SESSION. 

The regular session of congress, which 
convened yesterday, promised to mark an 
epoch in the history of the country no less 
than in the history of the democratic party. 

The specia! session was almost exclu- 
sively occupied with the paramount issue of 
tariff revision. On that issue the party and 
congress and the adrhinistration generally 
wrought a splendid task. The country has 
accepted its results cordially and in a spirit 
of philosophy perfectly willing to give the 
new law a thorough try-out. 

- The first days of the regular session finds 
hang-over legislation in the form of currency 
bills. If the senate acts with proper and 
diligent patriotism the slate should be 
cleared of this item by or before Christmas. 

Then comes the other great fundamental 
features of the administration program, in- 
cluding trust and railroad legislation and 
conservation, together with legislation per- 
taining to Alaska, long deferred and urgent. 

In other words, the democratic party, by 
a singular freak of fate, has come into power 
at that stage in national history when ele- 
mental issues, long agitated, have at- last 
reached the stage of legislative action. Upon 
the statesmanship and expedition with which 
the party acts during the coming four or five 
months will largely depend its continued 
tenure in power and the now scanty hopes 
of the opposition. 

A distinct sign of encouragement is the 
fact that President Wilson has made his 
party Yeadership unmistakably clear, and by 
his strong-minded but tolerant method he 
can accomplish wonders at the turning point 
in the career of a great party. 


droops, advancing prosperity where it al- 
ready exists, and. turning loose a general 
stimulus to industry. They claim that these 
are the factors involved in the contest now 
on before the interstate commerce commis- 
siot, in which the‘eastern railroads, and that 
means the railroads of the country, ask 
authority to make a nominal increase in 
freight rates. The sum of a billion dollars 
is needed to rehabilitate the carriers. The 
railroads represent they cannot market their 
securities to any extent unless they are per- 
mitted to make their incomes stable and 
higher, to meet the increasing demands on 
their incomes. ‘They hold that the people 
will be the beneficiaries of the great sum 
that must eventually be spent. They cite 
the case of one railroad of this section alone 
—the Southern. It has authorized an issue 
of bonds aggregating $250,000,000, not yet 
offeréd for sale. That amount is urgently 
needed in improvements. It plans the 
double-tracking its main line from Washing- 
ton to Atlanta, and the inauguration of other 
measures needed in the program of stanc- 
ardization. The same holds proportionately 
with the Seaboard Air Line, with other car- 
riers of this section, with the other railroads 


of the country as a whole. 
Fear of the railroads’ high financial de- 


bauches of the past is the one restraining 
influence to the present authority for larger 
incomes and improvements the need for 
which is conceded. The commission must 
deny the petition of the railroads and block 
a cool billion dollars from the channels of 
development, or it must grant their petition 
requiring due guarantees that the excesses 
of the past shall not be repeated. The com- 
mission faces the decision of its career. 

It is estimated that $1,000,000,000 is a 
conservative statement of the amount need 
ed to modernize the railroads of the country 
and to prepare them for the exigencies of 
present traffic growth and of immediate ex- 
pansion. The case of the eastern roads is, 
of course, in a degree the case of the rail- 
roads of the whole country. For the tariffs 
imposed on the carriers east of the Missis- 
sippi and north of the Potomac and the Ohio 
rivers will have a bearing on the tariffs in 
the south and the west. And the failure of 
the eastern railroads to standardize will 
menace schedules and service and safety of 
passengers on évery 
United States. 

The feature that is now working most 
decisively against the effort of the railroads 
to secure an advance of their’ rates is the 
inheritance of misgiving and suspicion from 
the old financial buccaneering practices 
which so commonly characterized the former 
administration of the railroads. 

No one questions that the railroads need 
rehabilitation.’ The situation, and the way 
in which it penalizes business, is too obvious 
to admit of doubt. But here and there lin- 
gers the fear that if sources of increased 
revenue are provided in the shape of in- 
creased rates there may be more “melons” 
than legitimate improvement; more absorp- 
tion of competitors than betterments; more 
Wall street juggling than strengthening of 
equipment. 

This misgiving removed, it is probable 
that the last remnant of hostility to the 
siight increase asked will disappear. It is 
incumbent upon the interstate commerce 
commission, or upon congress, to so bind the 
railroads, in the eWent the decision is favor- 
able to the increase, that there shall be no 
repetition of these sinister errors. That 
done, the way is plain for progress. 

In any event, the interstate commerce 
commission should not delay action. The 
country should know, at once, whether the 
decision is to be “yes” or “no.” Indecision 
and uncertainty are the worst possible fac- 
tors in the situation. The hearing should 
be pushed and the verdict handed down and 
business allowed to adjust itself accord- 
ingly. 

The foremost financial and industrial and 
commercial authorities are agreed that 
should the commission authorize, under 
proper safeguards, the proposed slight in- 
crease, the railroads will at once be able to 
market their securities and the enormous 
sum of $1,000,000,000 percolating into every 
channel of activity will give this nation an 
era of great prosperity.

Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
November 28 is an article headed, “Be- 
wildering Array of Things in Which Geor- 
gia Leads World,” and one item is “First 
in the world to have a woman’s foreign mis- 
sionary society—at Athens, In 1819.” 

Allow me to quote from “Western Wom- 
en in Eastern Lands,” an undenominational 
study book for the use of study classes all 
over the country. On page 11 it says, “The 
pioneer organization for foreign missions 
among women seems to be the Boston Fe, 
male Society for Missionary purposes, estab- 
lished in 1800. This society included for a 
time both Baptists and Congregationalists. 
Very soon its members became interested in 
the support of the English Baptist work in 
India.” To this society my greatgrandmoth- 
er belonged, and I have in my possession 
receipts given her for her subscriptions for 
three different years. “In 1811 the entire 
contribution for the year, $200, were voted 
to the translation of the scriptures of 
Serampore, in Bengal.” In 1801 the Congre- 
gational women established a society called 
the Boston Society for Promoting the Dif- 
fusion of Christian Knowledge.” “In 1803 
a female missionary society was founded in 
Southampton (Mass.), to give and pray for 
the heathen.’ And in 1808 the Female Mite 
Society of Beverly, Mass., was established. 
In 1812 was started the Female Foreign 
Missionary Society of New Haven, Conn: 
Another society was founded by the Baptist 
women of New York .-in 1814, and another 
by the Congregational women of Ohio in 
1816. In all there is a record of eight socie- 
ties established by women for foreign mis- 
sionary work before 1819.

Lord Capel was one of the three gal- 
lant captains who, in 1648, when almost all 
was lost for Charles the First, engaged upon 
the desperate enterprise of Rolding the wall- 


ed town of Colchester against a long siege, 


but were at last obliged to surrender against 
hopeless odds. His fellow captains were 
executed by being shot in cold blood; Capel, 
as a more important prize, was brought to 
London a “laid by the heels” in the tower. 
From this¥confinement he escaped in a most 
mysterious way, and several writers have 
tried to find who were his accomplices, but 
in vain. 

Lord Capel, shortly after he was taken 
prisoner to the tower, had, by a wonderful 
adventure, having had a cord and all things 
necessary conveyed to him, but no one knew 
by whom or in what manner, let himself 
down out of the window of his chamber in 
the night, over the wall of the tower, and 
by some outside means he had received the 
information as to what part of the ditch 
he might wade through with the greatest 
safety. 

Lord Clarendon, in his account of the 
escape, says: “Whether he found the right 
place, or whether there was no safer place, 
he found the water and the mud so deep 
that if he had not been by, the head taller 
than other men, he must have perished, since

Efficient Housekeeping

Soup and Its Accessories. 

After you have made your rich stock and 
put it away for future use in a stone stock 
jar, as I explained to you yesterday, you 

; will wonder, I expect, 
how you are to take out 
what igs needed without 
injuring the residue. 

When a portion of 
the “canned” stock is 
wanted lift off the cake 
of fat that has formed 
over the top, remove 
quantity needed, reheat 
what remains in jar 
with the fat and return 
to cool place, the cover- 
ing cake of fat will 
form again. 

This removes the ne- 
«af cessity of clarifying the 
stock and gives a soup 
clear enough for the 
daily dinner. 

When _planning ac- 
cessories to clear soups 
remember that nothing 
may be added to cloud 
their transparency. For 
this reason particular cooks blanch dump- 
lings, macaroni, vermicelli, pastes and vege- 
tables in another kettle in boiling water 
and add them, when tender, to the hot, clear 


Stock. 

As a rule, delicately flavored vegetables 
like celery, cauliflower and peas are used 
with chicken bouillom veal broth and all 
white soups, while vegetables of more pro- 
nounced taste are cooked in heavy broths 
of beef and mutton. 

If you are fond of clear soups you will 
like a French ball cutter. This costs but 
a few cents and is a wise investment for 
it quickly shapes the vegetables into neat 
little balls. The vegetable slicer is another 
help and makes “macaroni strips” and vege- 
table lattices in double-quick time. 

Garnitures for soups may be meat balls 
or egg yolks poached or even noodles. The 
forcemeat called for in cookery books is too 
complicated for the average hurried house- 
keeper. It always requires calf's udder 
and this must be specially ordered and is 
very tedious to prepare. Royal floating cus- 
tards, however, are a great addition to any 
soup and are fluffy and delicate when made 
in this way: Beat the yolks of two eggs 
and the white of one together and add one- 
half a cup of cold stock or of water. Season 
delicately with salt and pepper and pour into 
a shallow ‘dish or pan. Set this in hot water 
and steam until the eggs are firm. This 
will be in about ten minutes. Now cut the 
custards into little squares or strips and 
drop three or four into each cup of bouillon 
as you send it in to the table. 

To make dumplings measure two cups 
of flour and sift it with a half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Mix with cold milk or water into 
small balls, using hands and plenty of flour 
to prevent the dough sticking. They should 
be quite moist, like “drop” biscuit. Do not 
put into the soup until it is boiling briskly 
and cook without covering. 

If you do cover the kettle containing 
dumplings do not dare to raise the Hid a 
fraction of an inch until they are cooked, 
for so sure as cool air strikes them they 
will fall. When you are sure they have 
boiled ten minutes they are ready to take up.

SOME INCREASE SHOWN 
IN COMMODITY PRICES 


Price changes this week exhibited some 
Increase in number with the downward 
trend to values still the most conspicuous 
features, there being 65 alterations in the 
$10 quotations received by Dun’'s Review, of 
which only 15 were advances against 40 
declines. Pronounced weakness continues in 
the metal markets, further concessions 
being made in many varieties of iron and 
steel, while tin, spelter, lead and antimony 
generally moved toward a lower level, and 4 
sharp reduction was made in the price of 
copper. Cotton receded moderately on in- 
creased crop reports, but wool displayed 
considerable strength, with much talk of 
higher prices in the near future. Wheat 
was somewhat firmer and corn was sub- 
stantially advanced, but oats were unchang- 
ed, though very steady. Flour sold on about 
the same basis as the week before. In 
dairy products prices were well sustained 
on the bettey grades of butter and eggs. 
while those of cheese cost slightly more 
than last week. There was practically no 
change in hides, for while the feeling was 
rather easy light supplies held the market 
firm. Leather was in slightly better demand 
and exceptionally strong, without, however, 
any price changes. Quotations on live beef 
and hogs favored buyers, but sheep were 
rather higher, while the changes in provis- 
ions about offset each other. An improved 
sentiment developed in coffee, but consider- 
able weakness, with lower prices was mani- 
fest in rubber, hemp and jute. Other altera~ 
tions were unimportant.
